GOODING, Idaho, June 25.—WO— 


•. Death has terminated the second 
term ;' of Senator Frank R. Good- 
Ing, of Idaho. , , 
The junior 
republican 
senator 


from Maho died yesterday at the 
home of'his daughter in the little 
town he founded and which bears 
his name. .He came here to rest 
after Ian operation, the forepart of 
this'month. He had not been in 
the best of health since contracting 
influenza at Washington, December 
last. Death was attributed ,to can- 
cer ot the intestines. 
Senator Gooding started his poli- 
tical career as governor of this 


, state during the turbulent days 
when "Big Bill" Haywood was on 
trial charged with implication' in 
the slaying 
of Governor 
Frank 
Steunenberg. Following two terms 


• as governor, he returned to active 


direction of his sheep business. 
In 1918, Mr. Gooding again be- 
came' candidate for public office 
and was defeated for the senate 
by John F. Nugent. Entering the 
race again in 1920, he was success- 
ful.Although a native 
of England, 
Frank R. Gooding often was des- 
cribed as a "tylical westerner." 
His progress as a westerner may 


be said to have started when he be- 
came a homesteader in Idaho, en- 
gaged in the cattle business and ] 
interesting himself in politics and 
the affairs of the state. 
Senator Gooding was. eight years 
old when his parents brought him 
from England, where he was born 
on October 16, 1859. 
The family 
settled in Michigan and the future 
Senator received his education in 
the public 
schools of 
PO.W Paw. 


After nine years the family moved 
to California and when Frank be- 
came of age he decided to make 
his homo in Idaho. 
There for nine years he followed 
the mining contracting business in 
the Wood River country when he 
was granted a homestead site and 
determined to follow the footsteps 
of his father in farming. His name 
was given to the town of Gooding, 
which sprung up, as well as to the 
country in which it was located, 
liater a Methodist Episcopal insti- 
tution located on part of the ori- 
ginal homestead site was piven the 
name of Gooding College. The Sen- 
ator • became one of its principal 
financial supporters. 
.While his business ventures pros- 
pered and expanded, Senator Good- 


, ipg's influence • in politics became 
wider.: He advanced from the local 
field to; election as 
state senator 
and later was chosen 'chairman of 
the Idaho Republican state central 
committee. 
Elected governor, he 
served two terms 1905-1908, , and 
during the World war was fuel ad- 
ministrator for his state. 


In November 1920, Mr. Gooding 
was elected United^,States Senator,

ments of Texas amounted to $56,- 
648.830, or $10.55 per capita. This 
Includes $22,465,370, apportibnment 
for .education to the minor civil di- 
visions'of the state. 
In 1926 the 
comparative, per capita for opera- 
tion and maintenance of general 
depa,rtmjnts was $9.98, and in 1917, 
$4.59." The interest on debt in 1927 
amounted to $202,425; and outlays 
for permanent improvements, $13,- 
•123,101 The total payments, there- 
fore, for operation aiid maintenance 
of' general departments and public 
service enterprises, .for interest and 
outlays were $70;774,362. The totals 
Include all payments for the year, 
whether made from current reve- 
nues or from the proceeds of bond 
issues.
